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ALLOWANCE 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3 - 7 and 9 - 20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner has considered Applicant's amendment and arguments. As correctly 
assumed by Applicant, claims 3-20 (claim 8 now canceled) were not rejected using prior art 
since no reasonable rejection could be set forth at the time. The Examiner did not include 
"Reasons for Indicating Allowable Subject Matter" in the previous Action since claims 3-20 
stood rejected under 35 USC first paragraph and the specification was objected to under 37 CFR 
1.71 (a)-(c). In an apparatus such as the instant invention, the prior art did not disclose nor 
render obvious providing, along with the other elements of claim 1, a stationarily mounted main 
motor and a support motor wherein the housing of the support motor is mounted rotatably and 
coupled mechanically to the main motor such that the support motor is capable of being driven in 
time with the main motor. The Examiner considered prior art disclosing only two electric motors 
coupled in some mechanical manner, however, determined that such a combination or 
modification was not obvious and would require considerable hindsight reconstruction in light of 
the instant invention.
